Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The prior art in the Final Rejection of 18 October 
2006 does contain analogous art in that they are all scrapers. The Applicant does not claim that the head is of a specific hardness, only "a 
hardness sufficient to cut off chips of the mastic and resist wear, but not too hard so as to give rise to scratches under the effect of 
vibratory alternating movement." A specific hardness is not claimed, and whether or not a hardness cuts off chips of mastic and resists 
scratching or wearing a surface depends not only on the hardness of a scraper blade, but on the material composition of the mastic and of 
the surface. Lane and JP 05-321189 both teach scrapers having blades that are epoxy resin and polyetheretherketone (PEEK) 
respectively and therefore could be capable of cutting chips of mastic while not being too hard to give rise to scratches. In response to 
applicant's argument that none of the prior art previously shown relates to aircraft tanks or for scraping mastic, a recitation of the intended 
use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably 
distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the 
intended use, then it meets the claim.. 
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
